SINCE its inception America has paid tribute to foreign manu- 
facturers and their products. In an earlier day it was a very 
natural tribute due to the fact that foreign countries had better 


trained craftsmen than we had in this country.

REDESIGNING HOTEL INTERIORS 


BY ERBALD P. HARRINGTON 
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B userior designing for hotels has one ad- 





vantage over other types of contract work: 


although it represents one of the most 
lucrative sources in the commercial field, 
and the designer of interiors working in it 
has to be thoroughly familiar with the 
manifold problems of buying vast quanti- 
ties of furnishings, it also demands excep- 
tional ability and taste to suit a varied and 
exacting clientele as in designing for resi- 
dences. But in addition, one encounters an 
endless series of problems. has a_neces- 
sarily restricted budget, and has to con- 
sider the practicality of a plan which will 
please not only one person or family, but 
many! 
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Every interior designer has his own 
methods of procedure in redesigning in- 
teriors, and it will be found that these are 
applicable in contract schemes as in resi- 
dential work. Usually the designer makes 
a complete survey of the hotel—including 
both guest rooms and public rooms—and 
recommends necessary changes before pro- 
ceeding with his plan. The actual scheme, 
of course, is of great importance and many 
alterations may be necessary before it is 
finally approved. The designer then must 
see to it that every dollar expended on his 
scheme shall represent a profitable return 
in durability and attention value, so he 
compiles an estimate—and once it is ap- 
proved the work begins. 

The most important thing to consider is 
the effect which will be felt immediately 
when the door of a guest room is opened. 
The personality of the room must there- 
fore be definite, whatever else it may be, 
because prospective tenants for furnished 
apartments are immediately impressed by 
the general effect rather than by individual 
pieces in the room. They do not stop to 
analyze the factors which combine to pro- 
duce the effect, but they know immediately 
whether they like it. At the same time the 
management’s viewpoint of practicality and 
salableness must be borne in mind. 


If many rooms are being redesigned 
there is a great chance for diversity and 
experimentation. In the larger hotels there 
are rooms of almost every type and char- 
acter, all of which are almost constantly 
of their 


viduality or their restfulness, or because

In viewing a room before beginning the 
renovating and refurbishing, the designer 
should consider size, plan, exposure, color 
scheme, furniture groupings and style of 
treatment. The new color scheme will in- 
variably be set by the existent carpet if it 
is retained. It will be found that ihe most 
important step in the redesigning of hotel

Tie actual arranging of accessories—the 
little things—in the interior always pre- 
sents a problem to every designer. Con- 
sideration of form and detail is very im- 
portant, but a poorly designed small object, 
whether of pottery, glass or metal, can be 
improved by better associates which are 
given greater prominence in the display. 
However the larger accessories, such as 
decorative panels and paintings, which nec- 
essarily form a part of the background, 
contribute much pattern as well as color 
to the ensemble and therefore require 
more consideration. 

An indication of the importance of ac- 
cessories in any decorative scheme is the 
wide variety of examples, in every known 
medium, now available in the market.

Choice becomes thrilling in the unlimited 
possibilities ranging from an amusing little 
carved box to a priceless objet d’art in 
precious metal, and including crystal, the 
metals-—copper, tin, brass, silver and chro- 
mium—wood, leather, straw, paper, porce- 
lains and semiprecious stones. Examples 
of these fascinating accessories are illus- 
trated here in these pages. 

Amber from the Baltic, or, as is not gen- 
erally known, the golden fossilized sap 
from extinct conifer trees, is a material 
which is this season attracting the atten- 
tion of bright minds seeking unusual ideas 
in chic accessories. The popularity of this 
perennial favorite, of which Amber Mines 
is the sole source of supply in America, 
never wanes: for when the gem itself is not

boxes or decorative plaques. What could 
be smarter or more attractive, for example, 
than amber combined with crystal or exotic 
woods for a decorative feature in a room, 
such as the headboard of a finely designed 
bed or inlays for a table? With light show- 
ing through it, the semiprecious gem is 
irresistible in its appeal. Other decorative 
uses for the material range from furniture 
hardware and door knobs for finely con- 
ceived rooms, to handles for dessert knives 
and forks. Indeed the style possibilities of 
amber in the interior are limited only to

the originality of the designer. The most 
ambitious examples of amber carving in 
recent years, including a full rigged ship, 
jewel cases and jewelry, is featured in the 
Grassi Museum of the Leipzig Trade Fair.

assurance and poise of an older culture, has turned to Europe in 
matters of style. Nothing short of gowns by Parisian couturiers would 
satisfy our fashionable women, and our houses reflected an “im- 
ported” taste in furniture, fabrics and accessories. Recently, how- 
ever, there have been emerging style nuances which are distinctly 
our own, visible first, perhaps, in the gowns of Hollywood dress- 
makers, then in decorative fabrics, accessories and furniture. 

An outstanding example of the furniture which we have in mind 
is that manufactured by Charak Furniture Co. This new line of fur- 
niture, designed by Tommi Parzinger, leaves you brimming with 
bright ideas.

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Designed lighting is lighting that has 


been analyzed and planned to perform 
a definite lighting function when applied 
to certain architectural features of an in- 
terior.

by Mies van der Rohe. 

What is the trend in furniture?

today appear ridiculous.

The great fallacy entertained by many 
persons has been that designs should fit 
the times: that Chippendale, the brothers 
Adam, and Sheraton designs, being unlike 
any designs that had appeared previously, 
were perfectly suited for their time, and 
that it must likewise follow that people 


of the 20th Century should have different 
forms more suitable for a modern, “stream- 
lined” age. This idea is all very well, as it 
applies to fashion, but design and the his- 
torical styles are an entirely different mat- 
ter and of much deeper significance. The 
designs of Adam or Chippendale, in the 
last analysis, had very little to do with 
the trend of the times; they were very dis- 
tinctly intended for a very small minority 
of a certain class of people, and their de- 
signs were no more indigenous to the 18th 
Century than they are to the present day. 
Indeed the designs of Chippendale’s furni- 
ture are so indicative of this fact that the

The other classes of society were 
not even aware of their existence. 

But why is it that the new designs do 
not seem to be as esthetically satisfying 
as those of former styles? 

The designers of the past created as in- 
dividual artists and as craftsmen, and, by 
way of their ability to design, pleased their 
highly select clientele. But this does not 
mean that merely by having their work ap- 
preciated by the members of this _par- 
ticular environment it indicated that the 
work of Chippendale would live on or 
would be appreciated in a later century;

Without an appeal to the “exclusive 
minority,” will there not be a general 
lowering of taste? 

Fear of a lowering in the standards of 
taste as a result of this dissemination in 
the arts is profoundly unfounded in fact. 
And to say, as many do, that in this world 
there are only those who create and those 
who appreciate—the designer and _ his 
client—would amount to merely an under- 
statement. For no one can say that the in- 
terior designer has better taste than his 
client, any more than he can say that the 
client has worse taste than the interior de- 
signer. The needs of the exclusive minority 
will always be catered to, but the matter 
of greatest importance is to gain the ap- 
proach to that “new” design which will 
not only serve the individual to please him 
and to help him, but which will also fit 
into the industrial scheme. 

To what do attribute the 
back to traditional styles? 

The fact that the trend of Modern de- 
sign is back to the traditional styles can 


you trend 


be attributed mainly to two reasons: a 


complete failure on the part of designers 


in Modern to create rather than to re-

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create a really original and adequate style, 
and a healthy natural defense mechanism 
on the part of the general public not to 
accept poorly designed, newly fashioned 
furniture when it does not honestly give 
them the satisfaction to which they are 
conditioned. 

Why have modern designers failed to 
create original designs? 

The reason why all the designers have 
failed to create an original product, the 
tubular steel chair being an exception, is 
because they have failed in their approach 
to design, rather than in the use of de- 
tails, lines, materials and finishes. De- 
signers today are using all the details 
all the jargon—of antique and contempo- 
rary design, but they have failed to give 
meaning to the inner structure of it. Their 
efforts have been like those of one who 
would apply ornament to a structure not 
yet built, even though the ornament is pre- 
sented under the mask of “simplicity”! 

Another reason why furniture designers 
have failed to invent adequate contempo- 
rary furniture is because they are work- 
ing in an old-fashioned handicraft field 
upon which has been superimposed a 
machine technique and an industrial sell- 
ing system—and it will remain in that 
state until the intricacies of production 
are untangled. And it is here that most of 
the faults in the furniture industry can be 
laid: namely, the actual manufacturing. 
Few people realize that in manufacturing 
one of the simplest and least comfortable 
wooden chairs available in the market, it 
is necessary to employ twenty-two different 
operations requiring almost as many 
machines! Here you have a condemnation 
of our whole industrial design system that 
is enough to make any real craftsman, or 
advocate of efficiency, blush for all the in- 
dustry and for all designers, living and 
dead. 

Every manufacturer of machinery has 
been so busy working for himself alon- 
and exploiting his own sales campaigns

that the craftsman-cabinetmaker has been 
forgotten in the mad rush of installing 
machinery to turn out ugly impractical 
chairs faster than they can be bought. As 
from the esthetic aspect, what does all this 
activity mean economically. All the invest- 
ment in this machinery has to be paid by 
the client who buys the chairs, but this is 
not so great an evil as the fact that it is 
up to the manufacturers to sell as many 
“stock” chairs as possible to warrant their 
investment! The salesman tries io sell you 
something that you don’t want, and what 
you want you can’t get. But the worst part 
of the situation is that the salesman fol- 
lows you right into your house or mails 
you advertising until you die. America is 
particularly susceptible and nobody real- 
izes how harmful this indirect education 
is. A salesman will sell you a tin of as- 
pirin for ten cents, and if you don’t like 
it you can throw it away. But you can’t 
do the same thing with furniture. Nor can 
you do it with machinery. Industry is ready 
to supply new designs, however, but it 
cannot discard its machinery or its invest- 
ments. So it goes on, and in spite of better 
judgment, operates to the contrary in or- 
der to save the investment. 

This slavery to machinery is certainly 
something which inventors did not an- 
ticipate. The airplane doesn’t bring the 
people closer together; in fact it throws 
them farther apart. How different was the 
case in the Middle Ages: then the ap- 
prentice in crafts, once he had learned his 
work from his master, took his pack upon 
his back and traveled through various 
countries, learned languages and_ things 
not in books, then returned home with a 
knowledge of life and an understanding 
of human nature. The modern traveler 
hardly glances from his newspaper out of 
the window of the streamlined train! 

What do you think will be the future 
trend in style?

and Modern in accent, but chosen to cre- 
ate an atmosphere that is both restful and 
pleasing. The walls and carpets are silver- 
gray and the ceiling a flat white. At one 
end of the room rich plum-colored dra- 
peries with blue chevron stripes have been 
used to balance the plum-colored painted 
wall sections above the bookcase on each 
side of the mirror and to furnish the dom- 
inant color accent in the room. Other color 
accents are supplied by chartreuse barrel 
chairs, blue sofa, and coral and white oc- 
casional chairs. These colors were selected 
because they are cool and restful, and also 
because light intensifies and gives them 
greater liveliness. 

The first requisite of producing illumina- 
tion for comfortable seeing is accomplished 
by certified LE.S. lamps, three 
levels of light at the upholstered chairs 
fianking the fireplace; an IL.E.S. lamp on 
the desk at one end of the sofa, and a 
crystal end table lamp at the other end as- 


giving 


sure adequate light for reading or similar 
tasks at these locations. When the desk is 
used for writing, the desk lamp can be 
moved to the left to give correct direction 
of light without destroying pleasing bal- 
ance. Even general illumination results 
from a ceiling fixture of simple lines. 

The second requisite of employing white 
or tinted light to enhance the decoration 
of the room and to give it a special atmos- 
phere has been accomplished in various 
ways. The room is windowless, but by the 
use of a combination of alternate white in- 
frost 
between the glass block 


side and daylight blue lamps _in- 


stalled window 
and wall, a glowing downward lighting 
effect is created. Above and in the center 
of the window are two flood lamps with 
control rings mounted to one side for an 
effect of sunlight striking from an angle. 

By the use of colored or tinted light, 
this interesting window construction can 
be made another point of interest. Below 
on the floor and pointing upward is a flood 
lamp with a blue lens that is used in cre- 
ating a moonlight glow behind the win- 
dow. The Venetian blinds are used as a 
decorative fixture by concealing surprise- 
pink lumiline lamps that produce delicate

and distress. The problem of dust, there- 
fore, was a serious one. Any possibility 
whatever of dust collecting in the rooms 
had to be assiduously avoided, and even 
the ordinary vacuum cleaner was not de- 
sirable, so a special type which empties 
into water was specified. The quality of 
the air in the rooms is maintained by an 
air conditioning filter-ventilator that di- 
rects air over a radiator in winter by 
means of a concealed fan. Flowers, be- 
cause of their pollen, also presented a 
problem. Moreover the clients were allergic 
to certain growing things, so most of the 
decorative plants are artificial examples 
with their stems waxed to give them a 
lifelike appearance when combined with 
natural flowers. 

The apartment had to be absolutely 
sterile, yet Miss Rieger definitely did not 
want it to appear septic. The means by 
which she solved her problem has resulted 
in a most livable and charming example of 
interior designing. It has been not by acci- 
dent, but only by careful planning and 
close attention to the smallest details, that 
the apartment has resulted in a place in 
which allergic as well as non-allergic per- 
sons may move and have their being. 

The entrance hall is an example of what 
can be done to change the decorative 
liability of an awkward plan into an asset. 
In this particular instance the asymmetry 
has been minimized by the studied arrange- 
ment of a geometric patterned chartreuse, 
yellow and green composition floor and a 
tall brown and yellow tambour screen. An 
effect of much space in a restricted area is 
gained by a vista into the living room and 
a large mirror panel set over a console 
against the wall at the right. The acces- 
sories, including crystal, pottery, and a 
Rivera print framed in old tin, are as they 
should be for a hall: they have been se- 
lected for effectiveness rather than detail. 

Architectural distinction in the living 
room has been obtained by blotting out 
the central member of a triple window and 
utilizing the space for books: a decorative 
treatment of the woodwork, combined with 
Venetian blinds, gives the unit a finished

look and a need for curtains 
which, due to the special conditions, could 


satisfies 


not be used. The walls are a soft, indeter- 
minate color and form an admirable back- 
ground for the muted hues of the few fab- 
rics and the natural, waxed woodwork of 
the furniture. Against one of the larger 
wall spaces a sofa upholstered in fawn 
colored velvet has been placed, and above 
the sofa a water-green mirror framed in 
burnished silver. Flanking the sofa are twu 
occasional tables bearing lamps for read- 
ing. A pair of small Queen Anne chairs, 
upholstered in a pale yellow silk and cot- 
ton fabric, and a coffee table complete the 
ensemble. A large radio-gramophone with 
a bronze grille front has been set against 
the opposite wall, and above this cabinet, 
and coalescing the colors of the room, has 
been hung a large Van Gogh reproduction 
in a simple frame of natural wood. Two 
tightly tufted benches, upholstered in the 
pale yellow cotton and silk fabric of the 
arm chairs, have been set in front of the 
cabinet. In one corner of the room is an 
18th Century wing chair upholstered in 
lime green velvet of the same fabric as the 
two pillows on the sofa, and the flat-pile 
rug, just large enough to pull the en- 
semble of furniture together and _ relieve 
any tendency of bareness in the room, con- 
tributes the darkest value of brown, other 
contributors being the parquet floor, fur- 
niture frames and lamp bases. 

New interest has been conferred upon 
the dining room by tinting the walls a 
glowing rouge color to form a perfect foil 
for the walnut furniture bleached and 
stripped of its old finish. The eight chairs, 
upholstered in pale gray leather, are 
trimmed with pewter nails. The gray and 
eggshell linoleum floor has been inlaid in 
its particular bold design for two reasons: 
to apparently increase the size of the room, 
and to offset the massiveness of the fur- 
niture designed in the Jacobean style. 

The windows of the main bedroom, like 
those of the living room, have been given 
a special degree of architectural interest 
to satisfy the need for curtains. The floor 
of inlaid linoleum is white, yellow and

gray, and the result is altogether a very 
pleasing effect of openness suggesting ihe 
outdoors. The only bold note in the room 
is a picture in autumnal colors framed in 
mirror that has been placed between the 
two windows, and this effective mirror de- 
tail is repeated in the panel of glass form- 
ing a background for the breakfront com- 
mode. All furniture is of natural bleached 
mahogany, very light in tone, and _ this 
pleasing pale note is reiterated in the beige 
antique satin bedspreads and the Jeather- 
upholstered headboards of the twin beds. 

The bath, treated as a dressing room 
opening off the main bedroom, has a de- 
lightful color scheme derived from. silver 
walls decorated with calla lilies. The fix- 
tures are black, the floor, like that of the 
bedroom, is white, and the Venetian blind 
is pale yellow with silver tapes. 

This apartment is vitally important in 
the annals of interior design because it 
deals with one of the fundamental prob- 
lems facing the profession today in mak- 
ing rooms under similar conditions, as well 
as hospital interiors, attractive and_thor- 
oughly livable. It is a problem which any 
interior designer may be called upon to 
solve at any time, yet one requiring a 
specialized knowledge of design which can 
only be gained from previous actual ex- 
perience in similar situations!

Kleiser found himself in charge. The proj- 
ect could not have been placed in better 
or more experienced hands, for Mr. Kleiser 
had been appointed by President Hoover 
to attend the Paris Exposition in 1925, and 
he was also responsible for the four ex- 
hibitions that were conducted in the old 
Waldorf-Astoria under the auspices of the 
Art-in-Trades Club, which were the fore- 
runners of a number of similar exhibitions 
at the Metropolitan Museum of Art, the 
Architectural League and several large 
department stores. 

During the last thirty years Mr. Kleiser 
has been active with the Edgewater Tapes- 
try Looms where he has had opportunities 
to design tapestries that will undoubtedly 
be treasured by future generations. An- 
other side of Mr. Kleiser’s career is that 
of the painter. Just year before last he 
held a one man show at the Ehrich-New- 
house Galleries in New York. He is vice- 
president of the Architectural League, a 
past president of the Art-in-Trades Club, 
an honorary member of the American In- 
stitute of Architects, and an honorary mem- 
ber of the American Institute of Decorators.

but we fail to correlate it to the proper 
social source. Would it not be wiser to stop 
stressing style when we are confronted 
with the problem of fatigue and need prac- 
tical help rather than advertising cam- 
paigns? Is not the house and everything 
in it, after all, meant to shelter us and io 
help us relax? Should not our first concern 
regarding any design, therefore, be how to 
improve the mental and physical health of 
the people? Even after three thousand 
years of so-called Western civilization 
more than half the world’s population is 
still living in slums. And in spite of Praxi- 
teles or Chippendale! 

To me, therefore, a definition of archi- 
tecture implies nothing more than a means 
to control fatigue and regeneration. Up to 
the present time, even in most Modern 
buildings, architecture has always been a 
cross between Art and technology. De- 
signers, therefore, who are vitally interested 
in finding a basic approach to the future 
of Modern design must study the needs of 
man and what he requires to provide for 
his comfort and regeneration. This also in- 
cludes a consideration of buildings and 
their furnishings. But even before this is 
done, the designers must disentangle them- 
selves from hereditary design-implications, 
and this will be a very difficult task. A 
specialized knowledge is necessary for 
every phase, but it cannot be secured from 
books alone. The whole system will have 
to be changed if it is to become really 
helpful in our living. 

How will this solution be realized? 

What has up to now been in design a 
mere habit of tradition or a spontaneous 
“hunch” for improvement, will have to be- 
come “a coordinated system of investiga- 
tion into the exact effect of the techno- 
logical environment” in which we live. In 
time it should become a scientific approach 
rather than an emotional one. This new 
approach I term biotechnique, and at the 
Laboratory of the School of Architecture 
here at Columbia we have started to dig 
in—and hope to remain underground until 
we show up again above level with solu- 
tions to offer. Let’s hope others do the 
same!

PITTSBURGH GLASS IN- 
STITUTE COMPETITION

Y ou still have time to enter the second 
national Glass Competition for architects 
and interior designers as has already been 
announced by the Pittsburgh Glass Insti- 
tute, the sponsors who are offering seventy- 
nine awards for the most distinctive use 
of glass in architecture and interior design.

$100 and $50 each, totaling $2,900 cash, 
will also be made in the different classes. 
Appropriately designed certificates will be 
awarded owners of property or buildings 
incorporating prize-winning entries. A total 
of seventy-nine awards, showing recogni- 
tion of superior and useful application of 
the use of glass, will thus be made. 
This year’s competition will close mid- 
night, Nov. 1, 1938. Enter now!
